Death  Rate.  During  the  year  ending  Dec.  31st,  1894,  the 

number  of  deaths  registered  was  44 ; the  annual  death 
rate  being  iS'i7  per  1000.  This  is  less  than  last  year’s 
percentage  of  17’ 5 8. 


Birth  Rate.  During  the  corresponding  period  there  were  102 

births,  giving  a birth  rate  of  35*17  per  1000.  This  is 
higher  than  last  year.

Fifty-seven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified 
during  the  year,  i case  of  diptheria,  and  3 cases  of 
Erysipelas.  The  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  was  so  wide-spread  as  to  necessitate  the 
closing  of  the  Public  Elementary  Schools.  I am  pleased 
to  say  that  none  of  these  cases  proved  fatal ; in  spite  of 
the  severity  of  the  outbreak,  and  the  absence  of  an 
Isolation  Hospital. 

The  Borough  was  visited  in  the  Autumn  by  an 
epidemic  of  Measles,  which  compelled  the  closing  of  the 
Public  Elementary  Schools.  Measles  is  not  one  of  the 
diseases  compulsorily  notifiable,  therefore  it  is  impossible 
to  state  the  exact  number  of  people  attacked,  but  it  is 
probable  that  about  200  children  contracted  the  disease, 
and  of  these,  4 died. 

Various  improvements  have  been  made  in  the 
Borough  : Under  Section  33,  I would  suggest  that  steps 
should  be  taken  for  the  demolition  of  many  uninhabited 
and  delapidated  houses  in  Sandy  Bank,  as  many  of  these 
are  at  present  dangerous  to  the  Public  safety. 

During  the  year  several  improvements  have  been 
made,  the  old  brick  drains  wherever  found,  being  replaced 
by  socket  pipes.
